Our list of Holiday publications this year is notice- 
ably longer than last year's, the gain amounting to 
about fifty per cent. of the titles of a_twelve- 
month ago. The additions are to be found mainly 
among the books for men and women, although the 
growth of children’s books makes also an excellent 
showing. It will be gratifying to lovers of the fine 
arts to observe that the increase in the highest class of 
illustrated books is even greater than among those of 
the simpler sort. There is no such epoch-marking 
book as Vedder's illustrations of Omar Khayyam 
of two years ago, and it would be unreasonable to 
look for such pre-eminent works at short intervals in 
the present condition of things. Butthere are several 
books which, if appearing a few years back, would 
have attracted universal attention to their superior 
quality. They will be appreciatively received now, 
but the standard of excellence has been raised, and 
where formerly there was one first-rate book, there 
are now half-a-dozen. This advance in numbers, 
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with no reduction of quality, is a confirmation of the 
cheerful statements prevailing this season, of an im- 
proved outlook for the book trade, and must be of 
general interest, indicating as it does a higher degree, 
present and prospective, of intelligence and com- 
mon welfare. 


As announced in the last issue of Book News, the 
present number is double, including both December 
and January.

PERSIA AND THE PERSIANS. By the Hon. S. G. W.

Mr. Benjamin was appointed minister to the legation 
in Persia by President Arthur in 1882, and was re- 
called when President Cleveland came into power, 
in 1885. The present book grew out of his experiences 
during his two years’ residence in Teheran. Mr. 
Benjamin landed at Batoum, which less than ten 
years ago was robbed from the Turk by Russia. Un- 
like nearly all other nations, the Turks refuse to live 
under the rule of their conquerors, and here at Batoum, 
when the place was lost to them, they tore themselves 
away from their ancient home and cmigrated to 
Nicomedia. In stating these facts Mr. Benjamin says: 

In the sweeping execration awarded to the Turk by 
Christendom it seems to have been forgotten that the 
Turks have rights and feelings 
no less than other races. Also, 
that in the exercise of sway it is 
an incontrovertible fact that 
they have been no more cruel 
than were the races they sub- 
jugated in their turn. The 
Turkish side of the story has 
never been told. Itis wilfully 
ignored that if the right of the 
Turk to the territory he holds is 
no better, it isalso no worse than 
the right of any other powers in 
Europe,—the territorial right of 
the sword, the right of the 
mightier, which has always 
ruled. 

From Batoum the writer pro- 
ceeded to Enzeli, and from that 
port by carriage and horseback 
to Teheran, the capital, where 
he was received by the shah 
with due honors. On his way 
he made a brief stop at the town 
of Rescht, and he has consider- 
able to say of the impressions 
made upon him by what he 
saw. Touching the architecture 
of the better class of houses he 
says, ‘‘I noticed everywhere a 
genius sensitive to artistic effects, 
a keen and poetic appreciation 
of beauty, and a consummate adaptation of climatic 
needs to the materials at hand. And I must frankly 
say that I gained more genuine artistic satisfac- 
tion out of this provincial residence at Rescht 
than from the most sumptuous structures I have cver 
seen in the United States. Everywhere I saw beauiy 
combined with a feeling of repose; in a word, ad ipta- 
tion, simplicity and thorough artistic effect.’’ 


In consecutive chapters the author treats of The Dif- 
ferent Races of Persia; Conditions of Servicein Persia : 
The Royal Family ; Mountaineering ; The Arts of Per- 
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sia; Religious and Philosophical Sects; Resources, 
Products and Trade; The Laws; Nooks and Corners; 
and The Political Situation in Persia. Each of 
these contains tempting matter for quotation, valuable 
as well as entertaining from the inside views they give 
touching all these subjects. The volume is elegantly 
printed and bound, and profusely illustrated.

Whether your children will find it good or not depends on 
what they are used to. If you have brought them up on 
sweetmeats or blood-and-thunder dragons, Little One’s Own 
will be tame and dull. On the other hand if they are 
bright beyond their years and have a keen appreciation of 
art in picture-making or story-telling, Little One's Own may 
be tame and dull.
